G ibraltar to strengthen 
the m inister’s hand in the conduct of 
these negotiations. 
S ecretary Jla y ’s return to the city 
from hi* sum m er home was signalized 
by consideration at the day a cabinet 
m eeting Of im portant m a tte rs concern­ 
ing A inert a ’s foreign relations. 
The 
secretary had not com pleted his vaca­ 
tion, but retu rn ed to W ashington at 
this tim e on account of the develop­ 
m ents in this country's relations w ith 
T urkey. 
The whole question was con­ 
sidered by the president and his cab­ 
inet in the light of into) mation re­ 
ceived by cable from M inister I r i s h ­ 
man a t Constantinople. 
T his govern 
rn out has been pressing the Porte for 
au answ er to our representations.

Sultan Prom ised an A nswer 
last Friday, but 
M inister ir is h m a n 
did not receive it. 
He was put oh 
until 
T hursday. 
H e was 
promised 
then an answ er from the sultan him 
sell as to the rights of A m ericans to 
establish schools and other educational 
institutions in 
the 
T urkish em pire 
Such rights have been accorded tao 
other nations, but have been withheld 
I from A m erica. 
Secretary Hay laid bt. 
I fore the president and the cabinet i 
I cablegram he had ju st received from 
i M inister Iris h m a n to the effect that 
I he, had not been able to obtain a sat- 
j isfactory answ er 
to 
his rep resen ta­ 
tions. 
That this governm ent is annoyed at 
the procrastination of the porte and at 
what seem s to be a studied effort on 
the part of the sultan to dilly-dally 
with 
the 
A m erican 
represen tatio ns 
there is no attem pt to conceal. 
Sec­ 
retary Hay declined, how ever, as he 
left the cabinet m eeting to say what, 
ii any, decision had 
been reached. 
Secretary M orton’s replies to similar 
inquiries indicated th e probability of 
im p ortan t action by his dep artm en t 
bearing on the T urkish question. 
It 
is known th a t a proposition has been 
m ade to hold the A m erican battleship 
squadron at G ibraltar instead of hav­ 
ing it re tu rn at once to this country, 
At G ibraltar the squadron would be 
available for any service the govern­ 
m ent m ight determ ine to have it per­ 
form.

W ashington. Aug. 6.— M inister Bow­ 
en has cabled 
the sta te departm ent 
th a t he has lodged a strong protest 
w ith P residen t C astro ag ain st th e ac­ 
tion of the governm ent in seizing the 
asphalt m ines belonging to the New 
York and 
B erm udez company. 
The 
receiver of the governm ent is said to 
be supported by tw o V enezuelan w ar­ 
ships iii his occupation of the com­ 
pany’s property. 
Through 
unofficial sources it 
is 
learned th a t President C astro’s action 
in the m a tte r o f th e asph alt com pany 
has been long considered. 
It is inti­ 
m ated that when in the m idst of his 
last desperate struggle w ith the rebels 
Castro m ade prom ises to certain per­ 
sons and corporations in re tu rn tor 
their support financially in th a t con­ 
test. 
T hese promises 
were said 
to in­ 
volve the 
tra n sfe r to these people of 
concessions at th a t tim e in the pos­ 
session of foreign corporations. 
Cas 
tro is said lo be a South Am erican 
who has n ever violated a promise and | 
the present proceedings relative to the 
asphalt m ines are, it is hinted, an ou t­ 
grow th of one of these promises. 
it is doubted w hether Mr. Bow en’s 
protest will be effective at th is stage, 
but the sta te departm ent is not dis­ 
posed lo m ove in a hurry and is aw ait­ 
ing the arrival by mail of the detailed 
reports m ade by Mr. Bowen before 
proceeding further. 
It must be m ade 
quite clear that there has been mis­ 
carriage of justice in the Venezuelan
